REPORT  OP  IHE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OP  I-IEALTH. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report 
for  1946,  This  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  v/ith 
the  directions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year, 

Dr,  P,  R,  Carroll  was  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  whilst 
it  is  true  that  appropriate  expressions  of  appreciation  and 
thanks  were  nv-.do  by  the  full  Council  on  the  occasion  of 
Dr.  Carroll's  retirement  from  office,  it  is  fitting  that  I 
should  record  my  personal  tribute  to  the  kindly  help  given 
to  me  by  my  predecessor  v»rhen  I took  over  from  him. 

His  death  in  April  is  regretted  by  his  former  colleagues, 
who  treasure  his  memory. 

As  members  will  bo  aware,  it  was  decided,  during 
the  year,  to  combino  with  the  adjoining  Authority,  Godsteno 
Rural  District  Council,  to  appoint  a whole-time  Miodical 
Officer  to  serve  the  tv;o  Authorities  and  to  act  as  Medical 
Superintendent  to  the  Caterham  and  Godstone  Joint  Hospital 
Board’s  Isolation  Hospital,  Bletchingloy,  llhis 
arrangement  has  the  great  value  of  enabling  your  Medical 
Officer  to  maintain  a first-hand  acquaintance  with  thg 
prevailing  typos  of  infectious  diseases,  and  with  modern 
methods  of  treatment. 


Passing  from  treatment  to  prevention  of  infectious 
disease,  this  district  ha.s  in  operation  an  excellent  scheme 
by  which  parents  can  obtain  the  services  of  the  family 
doctor  to  carr^^  out  Imnunlsa tion,  and  those  facilities  are 
also  available  at  school  clinics  and  at  the  infant  welfare 
centres.  To  this  was  added,  in  tho  latter  part  of  the 
year,  immunisation  in  the  schools  thomsolvos,  through 
which  it  has  hoen  possible  to  carry  out  primary  immunisation 
of  those  children  not  already  protected,  and  to  administer 
a rc-inforcing  or  ’’boosting*'  dose  to  children  previously 
fully  Inmunlaod  but  now  in  need  of  such  adjuivant  treatment. 


Turning  to  tho  actur.!  incidoncG  of  infectious 
disease,  the  figure  in  respect  of  the  notifiable  diseases 
ni.il  be  found  in  the  appropriate  section  of  the  report, 
sod  these  call  for  no  conment  other  than  the  negative 
one  that  there  ho.s  boon  no  serious  outbreak  of  notifiable 
ii.ifoctious  disease  in  this  area  during  the  period  under 
review.  During  the  period  relating  to  ny  ov/n  tenure 

of  office,  there  v/as  one  outbreak  of  diarrhoea,  which  was 
fully  investigated  but  for  which  no  definite  cause  was 
found.  Similar  outbreaks  have  been  reported  from  all 
parts  of  the  Country,  and  tho  outstanding  feature  is  the 
absence  of  a recognised  cause. 

Concerning  the  health  of  the  district  generally, 
the  statistics  do  not  shew  any  pronounced  deviation  from 
those  of  preceding  years,  and  so  far  as  such  figures  go, 
it  would  be  fair  to  say  that  despite  our  long  years  of 
restricted  dietary,  the  health  of  the  people  is  as  sound 
as  ever.  But  behind  this  facade  of  figures  v/e  can 
detect  the  signs  of  deterioration  here  and  there. 

One  great  factor  in  maintaining  reasonable  working  health 
is  to  have  available  for  those  working  away  from  hone  a 
substantial  mid-day  meal  at  a reasonable  cost,  and  this 
facility  is  fortunately  avAilablo  through  tho  medium  of 
your  Couhcil’s  British  Restaurant, 

It  remains  to  me  to  express  ny  best  thanks  to 
the  Cliaifman  and  members  of  ny  Committee  for  their  kindly 
attitude  to  a newcomor,  for  their  valuable  help  during  my 
time  in  Caterham  and  for  their  understanding  reception  of 
may  resignation,  and  similarly  to  express  my  best  thanks  to 
tho  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  particularly 
to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr,  J,  J,  Carden,

Tho  water  supply  for  this  distric t,v/hich 
is  constant,  is  obtained  from  tho  East  Surrey  Water 
Company  which  has  v;orks  and  resources  in  neighbouring 
areas. . 


During  1946,  the  supply  was  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  in  quantity.  It  was  lima  softened 
and  chlorinated. 

Only  water  g^'ing  int'>  supply  was  sampled 
in  this  district.  Water  is  sampled  systematically 
by  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  several  districts 
supplied  by  the  Company,  P'^ur  samples  of  treated 
water  wore  submitted  for  combined  chemical  and 
bac  ter  i''^  log  leal  examination  and  tw-"'  samples  were 
subjected  to  a bacteriological  examination  only,

The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

All  dwelling-houses  provided  with  the 
Company *3  water  have  the  supply  within  the  premises 
and  standpipes  are  non-existent.  Only  11  dwellings 
(approximately’  0,1^)  in  an  undeveloped  rural  section 
of  the  district  are  without  a public  water  supply. 

About  3,500  feet  of  main  is  required  to  afford  a piped 
supply  to  ten  of  these  properties  and  the  provision  of 
such  supply  was  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Committee 
of  the  Council,  who  decided  that  no  action  should  be 
taken  for  the  time  being. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  sewerage  development  was  carried  out  in 
1946,  Many  more  sowers  are  required  and  these  should 
be  provided  as  soon  as  it  is  practicable  so  to  do. 

The  alternative  is  to  operate  more  and  more  cesspool 
omp tiers. 


Closet  Accommodation, 


A number  of  pall  closets  exists  in  the  non- 
sewered  rural  parts  of  the  district. 


Public  Cleansing,

The  shortage  of  labour  and  the  unsatisfactory 
conditions  of  the  transport  available  again  made 
Imposlble  during  1946  a return  to  pre-war  collection 
frequency. 
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Tv/0  new  collecting  vehicles  were  purchased* 

In  this  district  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
means  of  "controlled  tipping".  The  frequent 
break-down  of  the  old  Caterpillar  Angledozer,  which 
was  used  to  spread,  consolidate  and  seal  the  refuse, 
from  time  to  time  rendered  proper  control  of  the  tip 
ineffective  and  nuisance  from  the  brooding  of  flies 
in  the  freshly  deposited  refuse  occasionally  occurred.

Swimming  Baths. 

There  is  no  public  owned  swimming  bath  in 
this  district.  There  is,  however,  one  bath 
(provided  with  pressure  filters)  to  which  the  public 
is  admitted  on  payment,  and  in  addition  there  are 
privately  owned  baths  and  a bath  at  a boarding  school. 

During  the  year  under  report,  a few  visits 
were  made  to  the  school  bath  and  to  the  bath  open  to 
the  public,  when  tests  were  made  to  determine  the' 
amount  of  free  chlorine  present  in  the  bath  v/ater. 
Samples  of  water  from  each  bath  were  also  submitted 
to  bacteriological  examination. 


Schools, 


No  change  - much  work  requlroy  to  be  done  to 
bring  the  local  primary  schools  up  to  the  new  standard 
for  school  premises,  and  some  of  the  older  schools 
should  be  demolished.

RODENT  CONTROL. 


In  this  district  the  Rats  and  Nice 
(Destruction)  -^ct  1919  is  operated  by  the  County 
Council,  Sixty  complaints  regarding  infestations 
by  rodents  wore  passed  to  the  County  Supervisor  of 
Rat  Destruction  during  the  year. 

Minor  infestations  at  Council  properties 
were  dealt  with  by  the  department  and  13  mice  and  23 
rats  v/ere  destroyed. 

Ton  sewer  manholes  in  Catorham  Valley,  thirty 
in  War  ling  ham  and  ’'i-'hytoleaf  e and  forty- throe  at  Catorham- 
on-the-Hill  were  test  baited  with  negative  results  except 
in  a section  of  the  old  sowers  at  Catcrham-on-tho-Hill. 
Six  manholes  In  the  infested  area  were  subsequently  pro- 
baited  and  poison-baited  resulting  in  an  estimated  "kill" 
of  15  rats.  A final  test-baiting  of  the  infested 
area  was  carried  "^ut  with  negative  results.
